A 1I\'\‘k|:l|‘v of nliiull.ullo.lﬁ. onch
gem  oa large as the tip of one's finger,
wias marked £20,000, A 21,000 bunch
of dinmond pinks, a modest 81,200 ox-
eyo duisy, a glittering cluster of diamond
leaves with o 80,000 sapphire  centre,
and various other floral goms surpassed
in brilliancy, at least, if not in beauty,
the lillies of the field.

“These,” said the joweler, *‘are very
fashionahle, but not for poor people,
They arve the most stylish goods we oan

cogtumes,  Diamonds aro always fashion-
able, but not in the shape of clustors.
A few years ago everything was mndoe in

and enr-rings; but now the solitnires are
preferred, with as little gold a8 possible
Lin the mounting,  Gold 1s cheap, except-
ing when it is so formed as to have v gon-
uine artistic value, as it hus tn the Indian
bracelets, each link of which is an artistio
study.”

The designs of these beautiful orna-
ments are after the style of the famous
BEast Indian jewels, and would be as be.

belle.  There were also Indian spiders,
with long, erooked, hairy legs, of red
shodo metal, sharp eyes of diamond chips,
and great fat bodies of Alexandrite or
chrysoberyl, which shone and glistened as
they were moved about on the glass case,
They are hideous and yet fascinating,and
as lacepins are much prized by ladies to
whom n real dead mouse is the most ter-
rible of spectres, A rich purple swamp
rose, on the same metal, was one of the
most unigue of the Indian pattorns.

In section 21 of Tilden township lives
John Wass, o Swede by nativity, but of
a conrse and unfriundly nature, «o that
he is not only disliked by his country-
men but feared by them.

for henrtlegseruclty toward his daughters,
kicking and maltreating them because he

She had been workin
ut Sioux City, and bueing taken with il
health, came to her father's house, the
natural refuge of a child, Instead of
kind treatment, the poorgirl was shame-
fully used, and made the subject of treat-
ment that drove her to  desperation,
Gloing to  neighbor's, named  Peterson,
she told them that she was 8o ill-used at
home that she would eommit suicide, ns
she felt certain that her fathor would kill
her, It appears that Minnie had an
older sister In Wisconsin, who had sent
Lier money to go to hor, but the old Wass
is anid te have got hold of the letter and
kept the money.

On Thursday the Wasses gave out that
Minnie had drowned  berself in the well,
and the cireumstances connocted with her
desth were so suspicious  that Coroner
Dubes was suninoned to investigate them,
Heo went to Tilden on Monday, und he
lenrned that the Wass family claimed that
Minnie seized the buckot rope and slid
down to the water, where she seremmed,
and that one of the brothors slid down
the rope after her, but that she suwnk i
ten foot of water and he could not rescus
her, He managed, however, to get out
himeelf, leaving his sister to drown,
